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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment would require furtlier consideration because the amendment 
would prompt at least one new ground of rejection. Specifically, prior to the proposed 
amendment, the scope of "comonomer" was the same for all components bi), aii) and 
bii) in claims 1 , 24, and 28. As such, there was no ambiguity regarding which 
comonomer was being referred to in dependent claims 2, 3, 25 and 29. However, the 
proposed new scope has differentiated between the scope of comonomers required in 
the components bi); aii) and bii) such that the comonomers stated in claims 2, 3, 25 and 
29 are no longer within the scope of all of the comonomers of the various polymer 
components of claims 1 , 24, and 28. Therefore, claims 2, 3, 25 and 29 would be 
subject to a new ground of rejection under 35 USC 1 12(2) because it could no longer be 
detenmined which polymer component claims 2, 3, 25 and 29 were refemng to.
